BUILDING STATISTICS — TASMANIA, MARCH QUARTER, 1958. 


- The Deputy Commonwealth Statistician (Mr. J. C. Stephen) has made availahle the 
following particulars of Building Statistics for the quarter ended 318t March, 1958. 
More extensive comparative data for preceding periods will he found in each June Quarter 
Statement. : 


A statement of definitions of terms med willbe found on page 6. 


1. NEW HOUSES COMPLETED: During the quarter ended, 31st March 1958, 605 new houses were 
completed compared with 685 in December quarter, 1957 and 655 in 


September quarter, 1957. 


Completions in March quarter in preceding years weres 1955 — 5585. 
1956 — 704; and 1957 —.529. The 605 houses completed during March quarter, 1958 comprised 
11 brick, concrete etc; 78 brick, concrete, etc. veneers; 433 woods and 17 fibro-cement. 


2. NEW HOUSES COMMENCED: The number of new houses commenced during March quarter, 1958 was 
' 556, a decrease of 22 compared with December quarter, 1957. 


3. NEW HOUSES UNDER CONSTRUCTION: The number of new houses under construction at 31st March, 
1958 was 1,942 a decrease of 49 compared with the 31st 
December, 1957 figure of 1,991. Corresponding figures as at the 31st March in previous 
years are as follows: 1955 -— 2,5073 1956 — 2,364; 1957 -— 2,068. 


The houses under construction at the 31st March, 1958 comprised: solid brick, 
concrete, etc. 409 (21.1%); brick, concrete, etc. veneers 216 (11-1%)3 wood 1,230 
(63.3%); and fihro-cement, 87 (4.5%). 


4. NEW BUILDINGS: (OTHER THAN HOUSES): The value of new ene (other ahi houses) 


completed during March quarter, 1958 was £873,000 
compared with £1 255,000 in December ‘quarter, 1957 and £1,234,000 in September quarter, 
1957. Twenty new factories valued at £198,000 were pometoted during the quarter. 


During March quarter, 1958, the value of new buildings (other than houses), 
commenced was £1,524,000 compared with £955,000 in December quarter, 1957 and &1. 9 195,000 
in September quarter, 1957. 


5. VALUE -OF ALL BUILDINGS: The value of all buildings, including houses, Sonpueas in 
Tasmania during March quarter, 1958 was £2,715,000, a decrease | 
of £597,000 compared with Decemher quarter, 1957 and:a decrease of £499,000 compared with 
March quarter, 1957. New houses valued at £1,842,000 comprised 67-8 per cent of the total 
value of completions. 


The value of new buildings commenced during March quarter, 1958 was £3,208,000 
an increase of £539,000 compared with December quarter, 1957 and £135,000 less than in 
March quarter, 1957. 


The value of new buildings under construction at 31st March, 1958 was 
£11,922,000. 


6. VALUE OF WORK DONE ON NEW BUILDINGS: The value of work done on new buildings during 
March quarter, 1958 was £3,058,000 compared with 
22,937,000 in December quarter, 1957 and £3,283,000 in March quarter, 1957. Of the 
March quarter, 1958 total, 21,831,000 or 59.9% represented work done in respect of housese 
Hobart and Suburbs accounted for £1,279,000 or 41.8% of the total value, Launceston and 
Suburbs for £692,000 or 22. 6% and the rest of the State for £1,087,000 or 35.6%. 


Te:~PERSONS WORKING ON NEW BUILDINGS: ‘(See Note 5 on page 6). There were 5,252 persons 
including 1,362 working principals, engaged: on the 
' construction of new buildings at 31st March, 1958- Of these, 2,536 were carpenters by. 
trade, 384 bricklayers and 922 builders! labourers. 


Of the 5,252 persons engaged at 31st March, 1958 4,002 were working on private 
contract jobs, 711 on owner—built jobs and ‘539 on Government Day Labour projects. The 
returns indicated that 2,357 were working on new houses, ‘1,239 on other new buildings, 
304 on: alterations and additions to houses, 440. on- alterations and additions to other.

Commenced: A building is regarded as having heen commenced when work on 
the foundation has begun. Owing to the difficulty of defining the exact point that 
this represents in building operations, it is probable that interpretations placed 
upon it by informants are not entirely uniform.

‘Completed: A building is regarded as having been completed when the builder 
has fulfilled the terms of the contract. -As with commencements, the interpretations 
placed upon this definition may vary. 


4. Under Constructions A building remaining uncompleted at the end of a period is 
regarded as being “under construction regardless of whether construction was actively | 
proceeding on that particular date. 


5- Employment: The figures of employment relate to persons <u working on 
new buildings on a specified day. They include working principals, employees, men 
working as, or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily laid off on account of weathere 
In addition, they include some employees engaged on alterations,-additions, renovations 
or repairs to huildings when these jobs are undertaken by a contractor who huilds new 
buildings. The figures include estimates, for persons working | on owner—built houses.
